WHAT'S IN THE CARDS? 


Political tactics which will be followed by the major par- 
ties were described by the New York Times in the following 
words: ‘‘The Administration’s strategy probably will be along'| 
these lines; Push forward the Fair Deal here and there. Keep | 
alive the big issues of Taft-Hartley, civil rights and others, and 
blame Republican ‘obstructionism’ for lack of action on them. 
Make the most of those issues in the November elections. 

‘“‘The opposition strategy will be less unified but generally 
along these lines: Fight hard for cuts in the budget and for 
lower taxes, and in this way bring pressure against a wide range 
of Truman proposals that involve expense .. . Counterattack 
day by day and watch for Administration openings and mis- 
takes that can be exploited.’”’ ©

increases, and the Brannan farm plan. 

It observed, ‘‘The legislative accomplishments of the new 
session probably will be small. Instead, the floors of Congress 
will serve as a forum for political appeals by both sides, look- 
ing to election day, Tuesday, November 7.’’ 

It has been a long time since any Congress was so divided 
as this one, and had so many intensely controversial issues to 
wrangle about. In the early days of Franklin Roosevelt’s New 
Deai a vast mass of unprecedented and experimental legislation 
went through with hardly a tremor — but in those days the 
country was in a great depression, Congress was confused and 
oe and sentiment was in favor of trying almost any- 
thing. 

It wasn’t until his second term that Mr, Roosevelt met 
effective and constant opposition. When the war came along, 
of course, domestic issues virtually disappeared. Even Mr. 
Roosevelt paid less and less attention to them, and immersed 
himself almost completely in the war effort. 

Mr. Truman, on the other hand, is proposing his own 
particular legislative revolution at a time when the national 
income is enormous, production is at near-record levels and the 
country is at least superficially prosperous. The ever-increas- 
ing budgets have Congress honestly worried at last. Moreover, 
fear of the welfare state is not confined to Republican ranks— 
many Democrats are troubled too. 

The cards say that this year Mr. Truman will get only a 
small portion of what he wants. The elections of next November 
will do much to determine what he will eventually get,

Vishinsky made the speech Dec. 19 incident to Premier Josef 
Stalin’s 70th birthday Dec. 21. It was made public last night. (Russia 
made the speech public two days after President Truman’s announce- 
ment that he had ordered the manufacture of the hydrogen bomb.)

Inspections of citrus groves 
in Upland have showed that 
only 1.9 per cent of the or- 
chard heaters now in use are 
of the type declared illegal by 
Ontario and the County of Los 
| Angeles, 

| That was the report brought 
to the Upland City council last 
aon by Smudge Inspectors 
|James Mertz and Jack Chris- 
| tiansen, who were appointed 
to help growers’ eliminate 
smudge without legislating 
against it. 

The council was pleased with 
{the progress made in the city so 
far and suggested that the men 
keep up the work until the end 
lof the smudging season. 
| In the report the men said that 
most of the growers have been 
|talked to and agreed to help in 
;any way they could. The growers, 
|however, are reluctant to go too 
}tar because they don’t know what 
| the city will do in the future about 
| the smudge problem. 

CLEAN POTS 
Mertz said in the report that 
;}one grower thanked him for his 
| suggestion that he turn down his 
|pots during the first night of the 
last smudge. The grower report- 
ed that he lighted all his pots the 
|next night but turned them down 
considerably. As a result he sav- 
ed almost a 100 gallons of oil. 

City Manager R. G. Manley 

brought up the fact that some of 
| the growers are cleaning only the 
;outside of their pots and not do- 
‘ing a thorough job. “The man who 
‘cleans only the outside row is 
| only fooling himself,” said Man- 
ley. “In the long run he will save 
|himselt a lot of money by doing

On SS Records 


“Your earnings must show on 
our record before they can be 
used in computing Old-Age and 
Survivors Insurance Benefits as 
provided by the Federal Social 
Security Act,” according to J. C. 
Hollister, manager of the San 
Bernardino field office of the So- 
cial Security Administration. 

There are two ways to make 
sure you are getting proper credit 
for all your earnings on your so- 
cial security account. 

1.—Make sure your employer 
Sees your social security card and 
copies your name and number 
exactly as they appear on your 
card. 

2.—Check your account with the 
Federal Bureau of Old-Age and 
Survivors Insurance no less than 
once every four years. (If there 
is an error, the Division of Ac- 
counting Operation can correct it. 
After four years, it is assumed 
their records are correct and, in 
some cases, cannot be changed if 
incorrect.) 


Better check with your employ- 
er to see if he has your correct 
number on his payroll records. 


An incorrect number on the W-2 
Withholding Tax Form may be a 
typographical error. It will not 
affect your social security credits. 

But if your account number cn 
the payroll records also is incor- 
rect, your employer will be able 
to make adjustment, thus assur- 
ing you of proper credit on your 
old-age and survivors insyrance 
account. 

Remember also that the same 
number is used for State Unem- 
ployment and Disability Insur- 
ance,

‘Crars Amazes Nevada Operators 


RENO (UP) — Nevada's gam- 
bling operators regard with open 
amazement a plan which proposes 
legalization of gaming in neigh- 
boring California and would have 
the voters elect five gambling 
“ezars” at $10,000 a year apiece. 

The manager of one of the big- 
gest gambling houses in the state, 
where all forms of gaming are 
legal, said yesterday he was 
“dumbfounded” when he learned 
of the proposed scheme. 

“Why I'd pay the State of Cali- 
fornia $100,000 today—right now 
—if they'd let me be one of those 
‘czats’,”” he declared. “And I'll bet 
you ten-tc-one I could find four 
other Nevada gamblers who'd put 
up the same kind of ni6ney each.” 

The California plan would es- 
tablish a five-man commission to 
regulate and license all forms of 


gambling, to be taxed by the state 
to pay higher pensions to the 
state’s numerous old folks. The 
five commissioners would be 
named by the initiative and would 
receive $10,000 annual salarics 
each. Two initial commissioners 
would serve until 1954 and the 
other three until 1956. 

| This is the part of the scheme 
the Nevadans view with disbelief: 
the commissioner plan proposed 
by the initiative. Nevada’s legal 
gambling is regulated by the state 
tax commission, an agency cre- 
ated 80 years ago, and which by 
law must include spokesmen for 
banking, mining, livestock, agri- 
culture and business. The chair- 
man of the public service commis- 
sion and the governor are also 
members, and all serve without 
pay.
